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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed 22 October 2002 have been fully considered but they are not 
deemed persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are 
hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either reiterated or newly 
applied. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to the instant application. 

Applicant is again reminded that the invention under examination relates ONLY to 
claims 27-29. Claims 30-40 are drawn to non-elected inventions. See Paper No. 30. 

Claims Rejections-35 USC 112 
Claims 28 and 29 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C.112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. This is an enablement rejection. 

As stated in the previous office action, the field of autoimmunity is unpredictable and 
therefore, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been able to extrapolate from the limited 
examples the scope of the variety of peptides, dosages, and dosing schedules in order to find 
tolerance inducing regimes required by the claims. The declaration is not sufficient to overcome 
this rejection, for the reasons previously stated. 

Claims Rejections-35 USC 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claim 27 remains rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by SEQ ID 
NO. 4 of Middeldorp (WO 94/06912). SEQ ID NO. 4 of Middledorp contains SEQ ID NO. 24 
and is 31 amino acids (less than about 40). 

Claim 27 remains rejected under 35 USC 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by (US 
5,965,353) for reasons set forth in the previous office action. 

Claims 27-29 are rejected under 35 USC 102(e) as being anticipated by Harley et al. (US 
6,232,522) for the reasons set forth in the previous office action. 

Applicant has raised NO new arguments and the rejection therefore stands as previously 
stated on the record. 

Claims Rejections-35 USC 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Applicant has raised NO new arguments and the rejection therefore stands as previously 
stated on the record. 

As has been set forth in previous Office Actions, the claims are entitled to the priority of 
the provisional application, which is 16 May 1996. Therefore, applicant's arguments stating the 
Middeldorp is not prior art are moot. This has been addressed several times in previous Office 
Actions. 

No Claims are allowed.
